were drowned. 


The loss of life and property is sim- 


ply appalling. 
The entire island is sub- 


merged and the water- was eight feet 
deep on Tremont avenue, the highest 
point in the city. 


Need of immediate relief is pressing.

The barracks in which the regular 


soldiers were stationed was destroyed, 
aneJ it is balieved that all but fifteen of 
the full company are dead. 


Among the vessels known to

is the center of a grand horror that 
spreads all over southern Tezas. 


The hurricane that began Saturday 


'noon and did not finish its work until 
late yesterday devastated the country 
for 100 miles, around, wiping whole 
towns out of existence and killing men 
and women by the 
thousand, but it 


spent its worst force en Galvestcn. 


And the full horror of the fate of 


that city is not yet known. 


Galve.Htou Cut Oft'. 


, For thirty hours Galveston has been 


cut off from communication wi'th the 
outside world. One or two men have 
made their way from its island location 
to the mainland, and they know little in 
detail to report except that an awful dis- 
aster has overtaken the city. 


They report it undor water, with 4,000 


houses destroyed by the hurricane and 
with probably mors than 2,000 persons 
killed. Some of them place the loss of 
life as high as 3,000, but the average 
--"--1-- is 2,000. 
Governor Sayers 


reports he has advices pointing to the 
larger cumber.

ITear.For Sabine JPaBS. 


Other towns and cities have suffered 


oven worse than Galveston 
in propor- 


tion to their size. Sabine Pass, south of 
Port Arthur, is believed to be no longer 
in existence, 


Northwest of Galveston in the direc- 


tion of Houston there are few towns 
which have not lost the majority of 
their houses. Some of-the email places 
have not a house left atanding. 


Houston 
suffered terribly, 
having 


damage done to its buildings to the ex- 
tent of $250,000, but escaping as far as 
is known, with the loss of only one life. 


Storm Sweeps North. 


The storm swept north from here 


through the state, 
wrecking towns' 


in 
its 
path 
and 
doing 


great 
damage, 
but 
noth- 


ing comparable to that done f jrther 
south, and especially on the gulf shore. 


Until 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon 


Houston itself was without telegraphic 
communication with the world to the 
north. It is still unable to communi- 
cate with Galveston and the cities to the 
south. 


Terror of Citizens. * 


The hurricane so terrified people that 


many of them were unwilling to venture 
out of their houses or out of the wrecks 
of their houses 
still 
standing— but 


nevertheless some of them have been 
making strong efforts to go to the suc- 
cor of Galveston. 


Three relief trains started from here 


yesterday for the south. 
Two of them 


did not get far, but the third, which 
left in the afternoon-, managed to get 
over tho rails as far as a spot six miles 
this side of Virginia Point, which' is on 
the mainland, across the bay from Gal- 
vestotj. 


Blocked by Debris. 


Then the broken track and the debris 


piled everywhere on the route prevented 
their further progress. 


The trainmen and members of tho re- 


lief party report scenes of horror that 
are almost indescribable. They counted 
200 bodies from the car windows as they 
passed. They saw great piles of debris 
of all k|nds/lumber, pianos, trunks and 
furniture, mixed helter ekejter. 


Steamer In Stranded. 


Beyond railroad tracks and bridges 


were washed away. They could not see 
anything of Galveston in the distance 
only ten miles away. 


A few miles beyond them they saw, 


however, a large steamer, which looked 
as if it had been thrown up by a tidal 
wave, but they could not get to it. 


BridgeH Wusnert Away.' 


Two men who had managed to float 


across to the mainland were picked' up by 
this party. 
They reported that the 


bridges in Galveston had beea washed 
away; that the elevators were swept into 
the gulf, and that so many lives lost 
that they could not begin to estimate 
them. 


One of the men gave it as hig opinion, 


however, that 2.000 deaths would be a 
conservative estimate.

Out from Galveston. 


The worst indication of the fate of 


Galveston are found jn the fact that the 
water at Virginia Point was apparently 
fifteen foot deep. That depth would 
mean high enough water completely to 
submerge the island on'which Giilves- 
'ton is situated.

The cereals far outrank other foods 


for both nutrient and fuel values. Even 
in this analysis the popular idea is con • 
tradicted and we find outmeal ranking 
far below wheat lour. The most valu- 
able of all our food products in point of 
nutrient and food value is cornmeal.

other executive officers of the city discharge .

Thus it will be seen that the mayor is 


bound by his oath to enforce the state 
laws and the city ordinances, and if he 
has knowledge of any violation of either 
by other city officers, he disregards' his 
oath in not proceeding against them, 


3—No alderman can legally draw pay 


from the city treasury, or bo interested 
financially directly or indirectly, in any 
city contract. The charter says: 


"No member of the common council shall 


b^ competent to hold any other office or ap- 
pointment of which the emoluments are 
paid from the city treasury, or paid by fees 
directed to be paid by any oct, order resolu- 
tion or-ordinanco of the common council, 


1 or bs direcily or indirectly interested in anyJB

whereof are to be paid under any ordinance 
or other action or direction of tho common 
council." 
Clearly, under this section, no. alder- 


man can draw a salary from the city 
without violating the charter. With.refer- 
ence to the penalty for voting to pay 
money illegally, the charter says: 


"Every member oC tho common council 


who shall vote to draw any order on, or ap- 
propriate any money from, any fund for or 
on any claim or demand against tho city, 
not properly payable out of such fund, shall 
forfeit and pay the sum of §50 for each and 
Severy offence." 


Under this section the flftv dollar fine 


can be collected from each alderman for 
every vove cast ic paying an illegal or 
der. 
No order drawn or signed in vio 


lation ot the charter, is '^properly paya- 
ble" out of any fund whatsoever. 


4—The common council has the au- 


thority to remove from office by a two- 
third vote, any of their own members or 
other city officers as the penalty for a 
violation of'duty or a violation of the 
charter, ordinances, rules, regulations or 
by-laws, of the city.

One hour after the fire was discovered 


nothing was left of-jthe entire t building 
but a portion of the 
brick 
walls. 


Flames gutted the entire interior badly 
damaging the machinery so that th« 
greater portion of it is a total loss. 


The estimated loss on the building 


and contents is in the neighborhood of 
885,000. 


A whole river of water would not have 


checked the mad rush of the fire which 
worked with lightning rapidity 
from 


one end of the building to the: other. 


Within a hundred feet of the building 


was piled about 900,000 feet of lumber, 
On this the firemen directed their efforts. 
A strong wind was blowing from the 
southeast and this 
alone 
saved the 


lumber. 


Started In .Engine House 


The fire started in the southeast cor- 


ner of the engine room, which was in 
charge of Engineer D. D. Bennett. 
George Sehaller. a workman at the fac- 
tory, first discovered the flames. He 
immediately gave the' alarm and the de- 
partment responded in quick time. 


When Chief Spencer discovered that 


the ffre was confined1 tp. . v£he fur.njtu,re 
factory he ordered the west side fio'ok 
and ladder team to return for the steam 
engine. 
In a short time the engine was 


on tho scene.

Fire Wa» Very Hot 


The alarm was sent in at about half 


past one and at 2:35 o'clock not a wall 
was left standing of the whole concern. 
The fire was eo hot that the wall crum- 
bled and fell like putty. 


Mr. Estes, the manager, stated that he 


had been talking to Engineer Bennett 
not a minute before the fire started and 
had just eturted to leave when Bennett 
opened the door to the fire room and the. 
whole thing was a mass of flames. 
En- 


gineer Bennett immediately started his 
pump and then the hose broke and he 
had to stop. He then';started the pump 
and the fire drove him out and finally he 
left the pump running and got out of 
the engine room. 


Safe fell Into tlie Basement 


The large safe in the office had the 


books of the factory and four hundred 
dollars in money in it- It fell into Ihe 
basement into a seething furnace of 
flames, j The proprietors- thick that it 
will come out all right and the contents 
will not be injured. 


No water was available but a little 


stream frona. thes factory pump and a 
stream which was finally forced by 
the 


steam fire engine from the fire well tnro 


- thousand feet away which was 
very 


feeble, and did do much good. 


TV lien The Patrol Arrived, 


When the fire patrol arrived at the 


scene of the fire it was all in the engine 
room which was a brick building situ- 
ated just south of the main factory. The 
interior of the engine room 
was in 


flames but the engine and pump were 
still working. A small stream of water 
from the pump was available, and held 
the fire in check for a few minutes until 
the pump gave out. 


As soon as the water -was stopped the 


fire gained headway and soon jumped 
across the alleyway from, the engine 
room to the main building and soon the 
entire building was a mass of flames. 
Hundreds of gallons of gasoline, 
tur- 


pentine and benzine that were stored in 
the basement soon caught fire and the 
flames rushed forth from the southeast 
end of the main building for a bundled 
feet. The fire on the east and north 
sides.of the building was so hot that it 
was.impossible to. get within several 
hundred feet of the burning structure.
